Intereetlntt Lecture In the Central 


Club Course Monday Evening 
As Ibe eyes of the civilized world nre 


now centered upon Turkey owing to thif 
Armejnuin outrngoa, the lecture last even- 
lug Id the Central Club course by Prot. 
A. D.I F. Bumlln, of Columbia College, 
New York, upon "Constantinople" came 
with particular Interest lust at tills time 
and one pf the largest audiences of tbe 
winter woa present. 


The fact that Prof. Humlln Is a ion of 


Eev. Dr. Cyrus Hanilln. formerly of this 
ulty, was another circumstance which 
added to the Interest of the occasion and 
Prof.| Hamlln's visit 
was 
therefore 


doubly welcome. 


Tba speaker was presented to lUo au- 


dience by Dr. Field with his customary 
felicity of expression and befian/wlth a 
review of the early history of Constanti- 
nople!. 


He referred lo the good Influence 


which one city in a nation has often bad 
upon that particular country and men- 
tioned four aa a demonstration of the 
fact—Jerusalem, Athens, Home and Con- 
stantinople. The latter city In its early 
years stood as a bulwark to defend 
Europe from, the Arabs,Hurtsand Goths. 
It stood for Christianity and saved learn- 
ing and civilization for Europe until 
learning* and civil'zatlon were able to 
stand for thenhselves. 


After Its capture* it 149i 1C began on its 


downward path until now it Is the ques- 
tion of the East with its horrors and 
atrocities which are tearing our heart 
strings for the Armenian sufferers Con- 
stantinople has been a olty full of more 
terrors than Borne, but It had the i fatal 
gift of beauty and all nations have 
longed for Its possession. 


Its history Is composed of 
episodes 


and Incidents and It It yery difficult ta 
trace events In historical order, but It 
contains more of tragedy and excitement 
than that of either Jerusalem or Rome. 


The speaker told of the early settle- 


ment of tho city on tbe Boephorus, Its 
occupation by the Greeks, the rule 
ol 


Constantino and Justinian, the brilliancy 
and splendor of the city and the ultimate 
decline of the national character* and 
rehKlon. 


In the middle of tho 15th century the 


great Mohammedan wave came and they 
yielded. 'Ihe city fell before the Turks 
and then began the reign of the Moslem 
with what results we are new learn- 
ing by telegram. To the capitulation of 
1493 we owe the American missionaries 
tbe Armenian cjlony and Roberts Col- 
lege I 
\ With this Introduction briefly outlined 
above'Prof Hamlin began his descrip- 
tion with the aid of the jstcreopticon

Ihe spoake** in referring to the Armen- 


ian hdrrors said that the Sultan himself 
ia the instigator of them, that he la deal- 
Ing with tbe diplomats with great cun- 
ning and that he Is undoubtedly insane 
bponhis head rosta the blood of the Ar- 
menians. In conclusion he read an ap- 
propriate poem by William Watson. 


'Ihe lecture appealed strongly to the 


Interest ot every member of the audience 
for it'was a most able and realUtic de- 
scription of that unique city, piesetited 
by one thoroughly familiar with every 
portion of It as well as its history. It 
was both an interesting and entertain- 
ing occasion for all present.

Dole, of Jamaica Plaint, Mass., on Jan- 
nary 13th, the sub|ect being "The Prob- 
lem of the Prosperous."
